The  Scholarship  is  open  for  competition  in  any 
branch  of  Music,  to  Male  Candidates,  between  the  ages 
of  fourteen  and  twenty-one  years. 

The  Competitor  must  be  a  British-born  subject,  and 
will  have  to  pass  an  Examination  in  General  Education, 
previously  to  entering  the  musical  competition. 

The  subjects  for  Examination  will  comprise  Ortho¬ 
graphy,  English  Grammar,  Elementary  Arithmetic 
Rudiments  of  Geography  and  English  History;  and 
Candidates  above  18,  in  any  Foreign  Language  of  their 
own  choice.
